The new 
president \< c'ged service and says he 
faces the future confidently. The 
apeech follows, in full: 

My Countrymen:— When one sur 
▼eys the world about him alter the 
great storm, noting the murks of de- 
atruction und yet rejoicing in the rug- 
gcdness of the things which withstood 
it, if he is an American he breathes 
the clarified atmosphere with a 
Strange mingling of regret and new 
We have seen a world passion 
Its fury, but we contemplate 
our republic unshaken, and hold our 
civilization secure. Liberty— liberty 
within the law— and civilization are 
inseparable, and though both were 
threatened we tind them now secure; 
ami there comes to Americans the 
profound assurance that our represen- 
tative government is the highest ex- 
pression and surest guaranty of both. 

Standing in this presence, mindful 
Of the solemnity of this occasion, feel- 
ing the emotions which no one may 
know until he senses the great weight 
of responsibility for himself. I must 
Utter my belief in the divine inspirit 
tion of the founding fathers.

till revere;, e for the immortal begin- 
ning, and utter our confidence in the 
supreme full lment. 

Progress Proves Wisdom. 
The recorded progress of our re- 
public, materially anu spiritually, in 
Itself proves the wisdom of the inlier 
It' ! policy of uon involvement in Old 
World affairs. Confident of our abil- 
ity to work .nil our own destiny, an ! 
Jealously guarding our right to do so. 
we seek pi. rt in directing the des- 
tinies of t«y Old World. We do not 
Biean to be entangled. We will ac- 
cept no rasponsibillty except as our 
ewn cons eme and judgn.ent. in each 
lai lance. 11 ay determine. 

Our eyes never will be blind to s 
developing menace, our ears never 
•leaf to the call of civilization We 
recognize the new order in the world. 
With the closer contacts which prog- 
ress has «>-ought. We sense the call 
of the human heart for fellowship, 
fraternity and co-operation. We crave 
friendship, 'mil harbor no hate. Hut 
America, our America, the America 
builded on the foundation laid by tue 
Inspired fathers, can be a party to n> 
permanent military alliance. It can 
enter into no political commitments, 
nor assume any. economic obligations 
which will subject our decisions to 
any other than our own authority. 

I am sure our own people will no' 
misunderstand, nor will the world 
misconstrue We have no thought t • 
Impede the paths to closer relation- 
ship. We wish to promote under- 
standing. We want to do our part in 
making offensive warfare so hateful 
that governments and people who 
resort to it must prove the rigliteous- 
of their cause or stand as out 
before the bar of civilization.

The success of our populnr govern- 
ment rests wholly upon the correct 
Interpretation of the deliberate. Intel- 
ligent, dependable popular will of 
America. In a deliberate questioning 
of a suggested change of national pol 
Icy, where Internal ionality was to su- 
percede nationality, we turned to a 
referendum to the American people. 
There was ample discussion, and 
there is a publU mandate in manifest 
PI derstanding. 

America is ready to encourage, 
eager to Initiate, anxious to partic- 
ipate in any seemly program likely to 
lessen the probability of war. and 
promote that brotherhood of mankind 
which must be (lod's highest concep- 
tion of human relationship. Because 
we cherish ideals of justice and peace, 
because we appraise international 
comity and helpful relationship no 
less highly than any people of the 
world, we aspire to a high place in 
the moral leadership of civilization, 
and we hold a maintained America, 
the proven republic, the unshaken 
temple of representative democracy, 
to be not only an inspiration and ex- 
ample, but the highest agency of 
strengthening good will and promot- 
ing accord on both continents. 

Mankind needs a world-wide bene- 
diction of understanding. It is needed 
among individuals, among peoples, 
among governments, and it wMl inau- 
gurate an era of good feeling to mark 
the birth of a new order. In such un- 
derstanding men will strive con f; dent- 
ly for the promotion of t»'>ir better 
relationships and tint ions will promote 
the comities so essential to peace. 

Trade Ties Bind Closely. 

We must understand that ties of 
trade bind nations in closest intimacy, 
and none may receive except as he 
gives. We have not strengthened 
ours in accordance with our resources 
or our genius, notably on our own con- 
tinent, where a galaxy of republics 
reflect the glory of new world democ- 
racy, but in the new order of finance 
and trade we mean to promote en- 
larged activities and seek expande. 
con ri donee. 

Perhaps we can make no more 
helpful contribution by example than 
prove a republic's capacity to emerge 
from the wreckage of war. While the 
world's embittered travail did not 
leave us devastated lands nor deso- 
lated cities, left no gaping wounds, 
no breast with hate, it did inv.dve us 
In the delirium of expenditure, in ex 
panded currency and credits, in un- 
balanced industry, in unspeakable 
waste and disturbed relationships. 
While it uncovered our portion of 
hateful selfishness at home, it also 
revealed the heart of America as 
sound and fearless, and beating In 
confidence unfailing. 

Amid it all we have riveted the 
gaze of all civilization to the unsel- 
fishness and the righteousness of rep- 
resentative democracy, where our 
freedom never has made offensive 
warfare, never has sought territorial 
aggrandizement through force, never 
has turned to the arbitrament of arms 
until reason has been exhausted 
When the governments of the earth 
shall have established a freedom like 
our own and shall have sanctioned 
the pursuit of peace* as we have prac- 
ticed it. I believe the last sorrow and 
the final sacrifice of international 
warfare will have been written. 
Our Supreme Task. 

Our supreme task is the resumption 
of our onward, normal way. Recon- 
struction, readjustment, restoration- 
all these must follow. I would like 
to hasten them. If it will lighten the 
spirit and add to the resolution with 
which we take up the task, let me re 
peat for our nation, we shall give no 
people just cause to make war upon 
us. we hold no national prejudices, 
we entertaiu no spirit of revenge, we 
do not hate, we do not covet, we 
dream of no conquest, nor boast of 
armed prowess. 

If. despite this attitude, war is again 
forced upon us. I earnestly hope a 
way may be found which will unify 
our individual and collective strength 
and consecrate all America, material 
ly and spiritually, body und soul, to 
national defense. I can vision the 
Ideal republic, where every maa and 
woman is called under the flag, for 
assignment to duty, for whatever 
service, military or civic, the builVMJ 
ual is best lilted: where we may call 
to universal service every plant 
agency or facility, all In the sublime 
sacrifice for country, and not on, 
penny of war profit shall Inure to the 
benefit of private individual, corpora 
tion or combination, but all above the 



out of accord with the Ideals of 

sentatlve demo. ra« y, when one por- 
tion of our cltitenshlp turns Its actlr- 
Itles to private gain amid defensive 
war while another Is fighting, sacrific- 
ing or dying for national preservation. 
Unity of Spirit and Purpose. 
Out of such universal service will 
come a new unity of spirit and pur 
pose, a new conndence and consecra- 
tion, which would make our defense 
Impregnable, our triumph assured. 
Then we should ha\e little or no dis- 
organisation of our economic. Indus- 
trial and commercial systems at home, 
no staggering war debts, no swollen 
fortunes to flout the sacrifices of our 
soldiers, no excuse for sedition, no 
pitiable slackerism, no outrage of 
treason. Envy and Jealousy would 
have no soil for their menacing devel 
t. and revolution would be with- 
passion which engenders It. 
A regret for the mistakes of yester 
day must not. however, blind us to 
the tasks of today. War never left 
such an aftermath. There has been 
staggering loss of life, and measure- 
less wastage of materials. Nations 
are still groping for return to stable 
ways. Discouraging indebtedness con- 
fronts us Tflce all the war torn na- 
tions, and these obligations must be 
provided for. No civilization can sur- 
vive repudiation. 

We can reduce the abnormal ex- 
penditures, and we will. We can 
strike at war taxation, and we must. 
We must face the grim necessity with 
full knowledge that the task is to be 
solved, and we must proceed with a 
full realization that no statute enac t- 
ed by men can repeal the Inexorable 
laws of nature. Our most dangerous 
tendency is to expect too much of the 
govern nient, and at the same time do 
for it too little. 

We contemplate the Immediate task 
of putting our public household In or 
der. We need a rigid and yet sane 
economy, c ombined with fiscal Justice, 
and it must be attended by individual 
pruden e to this trying hour and re- 
assuring for the future. 

Reflection of War's Reaction. 

The business world reflects the dis 
turbance of war's reaction. Herein 
flows the lite-blood of material exist- 
ence. The economic mecnanism is 
intricate and its parts interdepend- 
ent, and has sunerecl the shocks and 
jars incident to abnormal demands, 
credit, inflations and price upheavals. 
The normal balances have been im- 
paired, the ehaiiuels of distribution 
have been clogged, the relations of 
labor and management have been 
strained. We must seek the read- 
justment with care und courage. Our 
people must give and take. Prices 
must relied the receding fever of war 
activities. Perhaps we never shall 
know the old levels of wage again, be- 
cause war invariably readjusts com- 
pensations, and the nec essaries of life 
will show their inseparable relation- 
ship, but we must strive for normalcy 
to reach stability. All the penalties 
will not be light, uor evenly distribul 
ed. There is no way of nuking tnem 
so. There is no instant step from 
disorder to order. We must face a 
condition of grim reality, charge off 
our losses and start afresh. It is the 
oldest lesson of civilization. I would 
like government to do all it can to 
mitigate; then, in understanding. In 
mutuality of interest, in concern for 
the common good, our tasks will be 
solved. No altered system will work 
a miracle. Any wild experiment will 
inly add to the confusion. Our best 
assurance lies in efficient administra- 
tion of our

tion we pledged our resources and 
our Uvea to Its preservation, and when 
revolution threatens we unfurl the 
flag of law and order and renew out 
consec ration.

American farmers suffer losses 
every year through inferior seed, the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture finds. If seed is foul with 
weeds or if the seeds are dead, the 
loss can not be made up once the 
crop is in the ground. If a crop is to 
be planted in April, discovery of poor 
seed in May doe no good. The remedy 
is to test seeds in a home germinator 
in advance of planting. 

Sinult samples of seed are counted 
out and sowed in moist soil in some 
shallow receptacle like a kitchen plate. 
The plate may be kept near the stove 
or any where to maintain a tempera- 
ture conductive to germination. When 
the plants have had time to sprout, a 
count of the results will give a good 
indication of the value of the seed. j
